Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Dependent claim 7 was previously allowed; the elements of claim 7 have been 

incorporated into claim 1, thereby putting claims 1-6 and 8-17 into allowable form (claim 

7 has been cancelled). 

Claims 18-23 and 41-49 were previously allowed. 

Regarding claims 36-40, the prior art of record does not teach or disclose or 
make obvious a method for electrically bonding a semiconductor device component 
having a surface and conductive structures protruding from said surface to a substrate 
having contacts positioned correspondingly to said conductive structures, said method 
comprising: stereolithographically forming at least one stabilizer structure comprising a 
dielectric material on at least one of said surface and said substrate for disposal 
between said surface and said substrate; inverting and positioning said semiconductor 
device component on said substrate to contact said conductive structures to 
corresponding contacts; and bonding said conductive structures to the corresponding 
contacts. 

Watanabe (JP 58-157146) discloses said method (Figs. 1-2; Constitution), except 
said stabilizer structures are not formed by stereolithography. 

Blanton (5,056,215) discloses a similar method (col. 3 line 51 - col.4 line 6), 
except the stabilizer structures are not formed of a dielectric material.

Farnworth (6,461,881) discloses said method (Abstract), except Farnworth has 
the same assignee and filing date as instant application, and therefore cannot be used 
in a 102(e) or 103 rejection. 

The instant application is now in condition for allowance.
